3.  Areas  will  be  assigned  for  dumping  of  garbage,  brush,  and  other 
materials.  Please  dump  according  to  these  directions. 

4.  The  dumping  of  automobile  parts,  old  machinery,  heavy  metal, 
etc.  and  other  materials  which  cannot  be  compressed  is  pro- 
hibited. 

5.  If  there  are  any  questions  regarding  the  use  of  the  dump,  please 
contact  one  of  the  selectmen.  Also,  the  selectmen  appreciate  any 
suggestions  from  the  townspeople  which  they  may  have  to 
improve  the  operation. 

6.  To  keep  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  dump  at  a  minimum,  the  co- 
operation of  all  users  in  observing  the  foregoing  rules  will  be 
necessary. 

7.  Rules  will  be  subject  to  change. 

8.  Anyone  caught  dumping  outside  will  be  prosecuted.

DOG  LICENSES 

Requirement.  Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or 
over  shall  annually  before  April  30  register  it  vs^ith  the  toM^n  clerk.  Before 
the  dog  may  be  registered,  the  owner  must  furnish  the  clerk  a  certificate 
that  the  dog  has  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  RSA442-a.  The  licensed  dog  must  wear  around  his  neck  a  tag 
which  carries  his  registration  number,  the  name  of  the  city  or  town,  and 
the  year  of  the  issue  of  the  license. 

RSA  466:4  FEES:  The  fee  for  every  license  for  a  year  shall  be  $3.50 
for  a  neutered  male  or  spayed  female  dog,  $6.00  for  an  unneutered  male 
and  $6.50  for  an  unspayed  female  dog,  and  such  proportionate  sum  for 
licenses  for  dogs  becoming  3  months  of  age  after  May  1 ,  or  which  may  be 
brought  from  out  of  the  state  after  May  1 ,  as  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
year  bears  to  the  sum  required  for  a  license  for  a  whole  year;  provided, 
that  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  spayed  femaile  dog  or  neutered  male  dog 
shall  furnish  a  certificate  from  the  person  performing  the  operation,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  or  city  wherein  such  dog  is  owned  or 
kept. 

466 :  7  LATE  FEE :  Additional  Charge  where  payment  of  licensed  fee 
is  delayed.  In  addition  to  the  license  fees  provided  in  RSA  466:4,  there 
shall  be  a  charge  of  one  dollar  for  EACH  MONTH  or  any  part  thereof  that 
the  fees  remain  unpaid  if  said  fees  are  not  paid  before  June  1  in  any  year.

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TOWN  DUMP  REPORT 

1979 

In  order  to  comply  with  state  and  federal  regulations,  we  are  facing 
seriously  increased  costs  on  the  maintenance  of  the  town  dump.  Nearby 
gravel  for  covering  the  garbage  is  running  out,  and  it  will  soon  be 
necessary  to  haul  in  gravel  to  bury  the  waste. 

We  can  help  to  reduce  the  costs,  which  now  approximate  $30.00  per 
household,  by  reducing  the  amount  of  garbage  that  has  to  be  covered. 
This  can  be  accomplished  during  the  summer  months  by  sorting  gar- 
bage and  putting  burnable  material  into  the  proper  pile. 

Everyone's  cooperation  can  help  to  remedy  this  situation.

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Library  Report 

1979 

The  library  has  had  a  busy  year  once  again.  The  number  of  borrowers 
dropped  during  the  past  year  but  the  number  of  books  borrowed  went  up. 
We  have  had  very  good  attendance  at  our  after-school  movies.  In  an  effort 
to  be  of  service  to  more  of  the  townspeople,  we  would  remind  you  that  the 
library  is  open  every  Thursday  afternoon  from  3  to  5,  and  in  the  summer 
months  on  Tuesday  evenings  from  7  to  8:30.  During  the  school  year,  we 
show  movies  geared  to  preschool  and  elementary  children  at  3 :  30  on  the 
first  Thursday  of  each  month. 

The  library  benefitted  this  year  from  some  town  hall  refurbishing.  We 
have  a  newly  painted  ceiling,  panelling  and  even  curtains!  A  new  bookcase 
g^ves  us  more  space  and  has  occasioned  some  long-needed  re-organization. 

The  Bookmobile  made  only  two  visits  this  year  instead  of  the  usual 
four.  This  was  partly  due  to  a  mechanical  breakdown  that  kept  the 
Bookmobile  in  the  garage  for  months,  but  partly  also  due  to  an  order  to 
cut  travel  expenses.  This  is  a  matter  of  some  concern  to  us  in  the  small 
towns  served  by  the  Bookmobile.  The  State  views  this  as  an  expensive 
service  to  a  relatively  small  number  of  people.  To  us,  however  it  is  vital. 
The  cost  of  books  rise  constantly  while  our  appropriation  from  the  town 
has  been  the  same  for  over  10  years.  We  have  been  assured  that  the 
Littleton  Bookmobile  which  serves  this  area  and  which  is  the  northernmost 
of  the  four  in  the  State  will  be  the  last  to  go,  and  we  will  continue  to  do 
whatever  we  can  to  keep  this  service.

Report  of  District  Fire  Chief 
and  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Prevention  and  conrol  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  coopera- 
tive effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire 
Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  munici- 
pality as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility 
of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city.  This  person 
may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts 
with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State 
organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municiple  forest  fire  organiza- 
tion in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators 
and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment 
is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local 
forest  fire  organizations  at  one -half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is 
obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to 
local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This 
cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in 
one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than 
one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

The  fire  department  held  twelve  monthly  meetings.  They  are  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  each  month.  Several  of  the  men  spent  a  lot  of  their 
own  time  repairing  equipment  during  the  year. 

During  the  regular  meeting,  trucks  and  equipment  are  checked.  At 
times,  hydrants  are  checked.  The  new  1500  gallon  holding  tank  has  been 
tested. 

Our  1954  GMC  has  been  giving  a  lot  of  trouble  and  a  new  engine,  or 
the  truck,  must  be  replaced. 

During  the  summer,  several  brooks  were  cleaned  out  at  hydrant 
locations.  Repairs  were  also  made  to  inlet  lines  and  strainers. 

The  new  Red  Phone  system  has  been  installed  in  six  locations.  This 
should  save  the  town  money  and  call  the  firemen  more  quickly. 

This  year  there  were  six  chimney  fires,  one  brush  fire,  the  Brown 
Co.  Powerhouse  and  the  Kidder  trailer  fire.  It  was  also  called  to  one  car 
accident. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  and  the  Gorham  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 

It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  more  people  will  attend  meetings.

The  Planning  Board  has  enjoyed  another  busy  year.  In  addition  to 
reviewing  several  subdivisions  the  Board  completed  it's  review  of  the 
subdivision  regulations  and  adopted  the  proposed  regulations.  A  consent 
decree  was  reached  in  the  "Coulombe  Case"  and  the  remaining  problems 
will  hopefully  soon  be  resolved.  As  to  "Master  Planning"  the  Board  has 
moved  ahead  slowly  trying  to  build  a  framework  which  will  generate 
maximum  citizen  participation  in  the  plans  development.  Beyond  this  the 
Board  has  developed  and  adopted  "Town  Gravel  Pit  Regulations"  and  has 
assembled  and  had  printed  a  comprehensive  booklet  of  town  regulations 
affecting  growth  and  development. 

As  mentioned  above,  considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  developing 
"Town  Gravel  Pit  Regulations".  This  was  mandated  by  state  in  RSA  155-D 
(Chapter  481  of  the  1979  session  laws).  This  law  covers  all  new  pits 
established  after  August  24,  1979.  The  Board  will  be  holding  public 
meetings  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  the  regulations  and  to  register  all 
active  gravel  pits.  This  is  important  as  pits  active  as  of  August  24,  1979  are 
exempt  from  many  of  the  provisions  of  law.

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Report  of  The  Conservation  Commission 


The  Conservation  Commission  began  the  year  by  negotiatiing  with 
Brown  Company  to  lease  the  Moose  Pond  area.  These  negotiations  were 
successful  and  the  Commission  has  leased  at  a  very  minimal  fee  the 
pond  and  the  surrounding  area.  A  nature  trail  has  been  blazed  around 
the  pond  and  has  been  partially  cleared.  Duck  houses  were  built  by  our 
local  4-H  club  boys  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Lyman  McLean  and 
have  been  placed  at  the  pond.  A  paper  mache  model  was  displayed  at 
the  Grange  Fair. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  attended  several  Planning  Board 
meetings  concerning  preparation  for  Master  Planning.  Two  members  of 
the  Commission  also  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Conservation 
Commissions  in  Plymouth,  where  Master  Planning  was  one  of  the 
lecture  topics. 

The  Commission  has  started  a  mapping  project  and  to  date  we  have 
mapped  the  houses,  rivers,  streams  and  ponds. 

We  hope  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  another  year  and 
we  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  supported  the  Commission  this  year.

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Report  of  the  Androscoggin  Valley 
Ambulance  District 

In  1979  the  Androscoggin  Valley  Ambulance  District  board  of 
directors  assisted  the  N.  H.  Emergency  Medical  Services  Board  in 
completing  application  for  a  planning  grant  for  New  Hampshire's 
Northern  region.  The  purpose  of  the  planning  grant  is  to  enable  a  study  of 
the  area's  needs  for  upgrading  of  emergency  services  at  all  levels  -  this 
includes  pre-hospital  and  in-hospital  emergency  care.  The  grant  was 
awarded  and  Mr.  Gregory  Betts  has  been  hired  as  planner  coordinator. 
Under  his  direction,  a  regional  planning  commission  has  been  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  studying  the  region's  needs.  The  Northern  region  consists  of 
those  areas  serviced  by  the  hospitals  of  Colebrook,  Berlin  and  North 
Conway.  The  commission  is  made  up  of  representatives  from  each  of  these 
service  areas.  At  the  end  of  this  planning  phase,  application  will  be  made 
for  a  so-called  implementation  grant,  the  purpose  of  which  will  be  to  fund 
programs  for  the  upgrading  of  the  emergency  services  in  the  region.

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North  Country  Council,  Inc. 

In  Shelburne,  North  Country  Council  provided  technical  assistance 
regarding  subdivision  regulations  and  the  components  of  a  master  plan. 


This  past  year  of  1979  saw  a  mixture  of  planning  and  action  for  the 
North  Country  Council,  Inc.  Major  contributions  were  made  in  rural  and 
economic  development,  local  planning,  and  transportation. 

In  rural  development,  the  Council  assisted  approximately  twenty- 
five  communities  in  taking  positive  steps  on  such  concerns  as  housing, 
downtown  revitalization,  water  supply,  and  solid  waste.  The  council  has 
helped  communities  obtain  needed  housing  resources.  Working  with 
appropriate  state  and  federal  agencies,  the  Council  assisted  targeted 
communities  by  preparing  applications  and  by  providing  information  so 
decisions  can  be  made.  In  economic  development,  the  Council  assisted 
two  communities  with  steps  toward  the  creation  of  parks  which  will  pro- 
vide a  necessary  place  for  additional  jobs.  Energy  development  activies 
have  encouraged  the  development  of  indigenous  resources  such  as  wood 
and  hydro  power.  NCC  has  also  been  active  in  helping  local  companies 
with  loan  applications  and  business  counseling,  and  in  assisting  a  tar- 
geted community  with  a  revolving  loan  fund.  Additional  business 
development  services  will  be  provided  during  the  coming  year  to 
encourage  existing  area  and  other  in-state  businesses  to  expand  or 
locate  so  that  more  jobs  can  be  provided  in  the  North  Country.  An 
industrial  brochure  has  been  published  which  promotes  the  quality  of 
life  in  the  region  and  the  resources  available  for  small  companies. 

Local  planning  assistance,  such  as  master  planning,  subdivision 
regulations,  zoning,  review  of  development  proposals  continues  to  be  a 
major  function  of  the  Council.  This  activity  will  take  on  greater  signifi- 
cance with  the  NH  Supreme  Court's  emphasis  on  local  master  planning 
as  a  basis  for  local  regulations. 

Technical  reports  have  been  prepared  on  Mt.  Washington  Valley's 
Seasonal  Population  and  on  wetland  evaluation  and  management.  Brief 
and  informative  fact  sheets  on  community  investment  strategies,  land 
capability  and  wetlands  are  also  available. 

To  advocate  North  Country  transportation  needs  at  the  state  and 
federal  level,  a  Transportation  Committee  has  been  organized  with 
representatives  from  different  communities  and  transportation  sectors. 

The  Council  acts  as  a  "regional  spokesman"  with  membership  on 
the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on  Growth,  the  N.H.  Environment- 
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al  Law  Clinic,  and  the  State's  Forestry  Resources  Committee.  By  spon- 
soring forums  and  conferences  on  growth  in  the  forest  industry,  agri- 
cultural development,  and  regional  land  use,  the  Council  has  brought 
together  people,  ideas,  and  resources  to  generate  appropriate  solutions. 

We  believe  that  the  Council  has  a  program  that  can  assist  its  rural 
communities  in  meeting  the  challenges  and  opportunities  of  the  1980s. 
The  Board  of  Directors,  the  staff  and  the  entire  Council  greatly  appre- 
ciates the  support  your  Town  has  provided  in  1979  and  over  the  last  few 
years.

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Report  of  Superintendent 

1979-80 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Shelburne :  : 

The  1979-80  school  year  is  proving  to  be  one  of  the  most  difficult 
during  my  tenure  of  nine  (9)  years  as  your  superintendent  of  schools. 
Though  there  is  much  of  which  one  may  be  proud,  there  are  also  problem 
areas  about  which  we  need  to  be  concerned.  In  my  report  I  shall  attempt  to 
comment  on  both. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

The  school  warrant  for  March,  1980,  differs  from  that  of  1979  in  only 
two  areas :  Articles  10  and  1 1 .  Article  10  requests  a  deficit  appropriation  of 
$12,000.00,  all  of  which  is  to  cover  tuition  costs  for  additional  children 
attending  schools  in  Gorham.  Article  11,  on  the  other  hand,  requests  an 
increase  of  $1,000.00  over  1979  to  begin  seriously  the  process  of 
accumulating  funds  for  a  new  school  bus.  New  busses  currently  cost 
$20,000.00  now.  By  the  time  Shelburne  needs  a  new  vehicle,  however, 
prices  will  be  more  nearly  $30,000.00.  Unless  we  begin  now  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  we  will  not  have  the  monies  necessary  to  cover  the  purchase 
of  a  new  vehicle. 

MODERATOR-TREASURER 

One  rarely  has  the  opportunity  to  recognize  someone  for  long  and 
dedicated  service  to  the  community.  I  am  fortunate  this  year  in  that  I  have 
the  opportunity  to  recognize  Chester  Hayes  who  has  been 
moderator-treasurer  for  the  Shelburne  School  District  for  some  30  years. 
Though  I  have  not  had  the  pleasure  to  serve  with  Chester  for  more  than  9 
of  those  30  years  I  feel  I  have  served  long  enough  to  attest  to  his  devotion, 
dedication,  and  hard  work  on  behalf  of  the  district.  Chester,  on  behalf  of 
the  school  board,  the  children  of  Shelburne,  and  the  parents  of  those 
children  may  I  extend  to  you  the  gratitude  of  the  community  for  your 
many  years  of  service.  May  your  years  of  retirement  be  as  enjoyable  as  your 
years  of  service  have  been  meaningful. 

BUDGET 

For  1980-81  the  school  board  has  proposed  a  budget  of  $123,456.64 
for  a  gross  increase  of  $26,961.64  over  1979-80.  In  addition  to  the 
$26,961.64  increase  there  is  a  $12,000.00  deficit  which  raises  the  increase 
to  $38,961.64.  The  problem  does  not  end  here,  however,  because  our 
revenues  are  down  by  $5,000.00.  The  net  result,  therefore,  caused  by  the 
budget  increase,  the  deficit,  and  the  lower  revenues  is  a  total  amount  to 
be  raised  of  $43,952.64  or  48.6%  above  1979-80.  I  have  httle  doubt  that 
such  an  increase  will  cause  many  hardships,  especially  during  this 
period  of  inflation  and  high  energy  costs. 
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SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT 

The  number  of  students  attending  Gorham  Schools  changes  from  year 
to  year.  Therefore,  to  give  you  a  comparison  I  have  included  both  the 
numbers  budgeted  for  1979-80  and  1980-81 :

TUITION  RATES

efforts  now  being  made  in  Gorham  to  hold  down  costs.  The  tuition  chart 
below  clearly  shows  what  has  happened  in  recent  years :

In  the  spring  of  1979  your  school  board  began  to  make  inquiries  in 
the  area  regarding  options  it  might  have  for  the  education  of  Shelburne 
children.  Approaches  were  made  toward  Berlin  and  Bethel  to  explore 
possible  long  range  opportunities  each  might  hold  for  Shelburne. 
Subsequently  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Bethel  School  Board  to  explore 
what  might  be  available.  To  date  no  such  meeting  has  been  held  with 
Berlin  nor  has  Berlin  expressed  any  interest  in  meeting  with  the  members 
of  your  school  board. 
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GORHAM 
ENERGY  CONSERVATION 

Gorham  is  well  on  its  way  to  completing  its  first  step  to  retrofitting  its 
buildings  in  order  to  conserve  energy.  By  the  time  you  read  this  report,  the 
project  to  reduce  glass  area  at  the  Edward  Fenn  School  will  have  been 
completed  on  the  front  of  the  building.  At  the  high  school  we  have 
completed  insulation  and  reroofing  of  the  gymnasium  and  the  science 
wing.  The  complete  renovation  of  the  heating  controls  at  the  high  school 
will  have  begun  on  February  1.  Boiler  repairs  to  make  the  unit  more 
efficient  will  have  also  been  completed  shortly  thereafter. 

The  1980-81  school  year  will  also  find  a  continuation  of  energy 
conservation  projects  at  both  the  high  school  and  the  Edward  Fenn  School. 
Planned  for  1980-81  is  more  work  to  reduce  glass,  new  energy  efficient 
lighting,  more  insulated  roofing,  and  numerous  small  projects  all  of  which 
will  hopefully  reduce  our  need  for  energy. 

PROGRAMS 

The  1980-81  year  is  expected  to  be  one  of  little  change  in  both  the 
Edward  Fenn  School  and  Gorham  High  School.  Those  few  changes  which 
are  being  planned  involve  the  more  efficient  use  of  present  staff  where-ever 
possible  and  some  position  reductions  at  both  the  elementary  and  high 
school.  At  a  time  when  all  of  us  are  attempting  to  hold  costs  down  and  to 
conserve,  it  is  not  a  time  to  expand  programs  and  add  to  costs.  Rather,  it  is 
a  time  to  make  better  and  more  efficient  use  of  our  resources. 

SUMMARY 

Our  rather  short  winter  will  soon  be  coming  to  a  close.  With  it  we  will 
be  nearing  the  end  of  another  school  year.  This  year,  however,  I  wish  to 
take  special  note  of  our  moderator  and  past  treasurer,  Chester  Hayes.  For 
one  who  has  given  so  much  and  expected  so  little  in  return,  the  members  of 
the  school  board  and  I  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  and  thanks.
